Background information 
Erosion fram the operation ofa limestone quarry was easing deposition af limestone solids in 
[Long Creek. At that time, an examination of aquatic animals in the stream such as water insects, 
snuils and crayfish indicate the stream habitat was being degraded. later inspection of the 
stream and quarry by the Department of Natural Resources in 2042 showed the quaery had 
Improved stormivater controls and the condition ofthe stan had improved enough that dhe stream 
‘was deleted from the 2002 303(d) lst on Dec. 17,2008,
